Examiners Report. 


To THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF EPPING: 


At the request of the Selectmen and with their assistance, I have 
examined the books and accounts of the Selectmen and ‘Treasurer 
of the town of Epping for ten years, from March 1, 1886, to Feb- 
‘ruary 15, 1896, inclusive, and beg leave to report as follows : 

From March 1, 1886, to March 1, 1891, we have the books 
only to aid us, the vouchers for these years having most of them 
either been destroyed or lost in moving from the old town house 
to the office in the new town hall. For these years we find the 
books correct, with the exception of a few clerical errors, such as 
one might expect in books that so often changed hands. From 
March 1, 1891, to February 15, 1896, we also find these books 
substantially correct, the only error as before stated being of a 
clerical nature. Upon examination of the vouchers for these years, 
we find the Selectmen drew orders for manye bills, the vouchers 
for which are on file, but which they failed to have receipted 
properly, many of them being receipted by C. E. Folsom. Also 
for many bills for which we find no vouchers at all at the present 
time. Previous to February, 1896, these bills have been passed by 
the Auditors as correct, the amount of the bill being the same as 
that on the book and order. . 

The Treasurer credits himself with having paid all orders drawn 
on him by the Selectmen, and they are all on file. 

Unfortunately it has not been the custom of the Treasurer to re- 
quire the endorsement of the payee upon the order. Weare there- 
fore unable to tell to whom the money was paid, these orders hav- 
ing been made payable to C. D. or bearer. However, the present 
Board of Selectmen have been able to obtain a receipted bill for 
most of these orders. The orders drawn by the Selectmen and 
marked paid by the Treasurer, for which we have been unable to 
find or obtain any receipt, are as follows :

OUR COMMON SCHOOLS 


are the glory of our free country, and we should all prize them 
highly and do all in our power to promote their efficiency. Next 
in importance to our churches are our free schools, and the life and 
prosperity of our republic depends largely upon the careful main- 
tenance of both. We fear there is too much indifference with ref- 
erence to our schools on the part of many. 

Parents ought to feel such an interest in the prospesity of the 
school that they will visit the same and see for themselves 


WHAT KIND OF WORK IS BEING DONE. 


Teachers are delighted to receive visits from the friends of 
their pupils, and such visits tend to encourage the teachers to do 
thorough work, causing them to feel that others besides themselves 
are interested in their success. Permit us to urge the parents to 
try this method hereafter and see if good results do not follow. 

An examination of our school registers reveals the unpleasant 
fact that there has been, as in past years, 


MUCH TARDINESS AND IRREGULARITY IN ATTENDANCE. 


It is not a matter of little consequence that your child is five, ten 
or fifteen minutes late to school, for by this want of punctuality he 
not only forms a bad habit which may harm him all his life, but he 
disturbs the entire school and hinders its progress, besides setting a 
bad example for others. A little

would greatly reduce the number of tardy marks in our registers. 
Try this next term, mothers, and see if your boy or girl cannot go 
through an entire term without a single instance of tardiness, as the 
registers show some have done the past year.

IRREGULARITY IN ATTENDANCE 


is still a prevalent evil with us. Many well meaning parents we 
fear do not consider the harm they do to their boy or girl by per- 
mitting them to remain’ away from school a day or two now and 
then. Such a course is very detrimental. It interferes greatly 
with his progress in school. He gets behind his class, gets dis- 
couraged, loses his interest, and as a result when the term closes he 
has accomplished but little. And then perhaps some thoughtless 
parents will complain that it is the teacher’s fault when really it is 
their own fault. No parent should be so unwise as to expect his 
boy or girl to get much advantage from attending school unless he 
attends it regularly. 

As you love your children and desire their success in life you 
ought to avoid if possible keeping them from school for even a 
single half day. You cannot afford to let your child fail of securing

He will greatly need this in future years. It may cost you some 
self denial to send your child to school as much as he ought to go 
to get that education, but if you fail to make the necessary sacrifice 
and he grows up in comparative ignorance, he will feel in future 
years when he comes to see the worth of learning that you did him 
a great wrong by your neglect to make the needed effort for his 
good. 

With regard to order in our schools your committee feel inclined 
to express the opinion that where there is any failure in this direc- 
tion the fault has not always been with the teacher. Here also as 
in other things the prosperity of the school depends largely upon 
the parents. Children that are restless and hard to govern at 
school are usually children whose home training has been deficient. 
The young that are taught God’s great and sacred law of obedience 
to parents at home generally show the result of that teaching in the 
school room. We hope that all parents will take pains to sustain 
the teacher in his or her efforts to maintain good order. Be very 
slow to take sides against a teacher when your boy or girl comes to 
you with a complaint against the teacher. Think twice before you 
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speak once. Remember that there are two sides to most ques- 
tions and hear the teacher’s side before you pass judgment. 

A very few pupils in town of school age have shown a disposition 
not to attend school at all unless constantly compelled to do so. 
They prefer to be loitering about the streets; and we know what 
must be the result of such a course in the character they 
will form. ‘The truant officer we think has done his duty in the 
matter, and if this course is persisted in another term, the select- 
men will do well without further parleying to put such truants in the

where they will be compelled to study. 

The past year we have been favored with teachers who have, as a 
rule, taken a. deep interest in the welfare of those who have been 
committed to their care, both in their intellectual and moral im- 
provement, and if any pupils have failed in either direction, we feel 
confident it has not been because of a want of interest on the part 


of instructors.
